apparently 
walked the steep quarter mile to her 
home overlooking the Pacific—a fact 
which earlier led to a heart-attack 
theory.

residence, several miles north of 
Bania Monica on the coast highway, 
after the discovery of the body.

HERE is nothing quite so discouraging as a quarrel. It looks innocent 
enough when it first starts—just like a little breeze that peeps into 
a calm spell but which ends up as a regular he cyclone.

The world is all too fam liar with the facts as to how the last great 
World war started. That one duke's death finally cost millions of lives and 
left the entire world bleeding and broken in heart, and in spirit, 
If we only knew just which way a quarrel was going to jump we 
might let it play for a while and let it kill itself off -but quarrels are not 
like that. They like to jump all fences and run wild. At the end is sad­ 
ness and tragedy. 
I have never known anybody to be happy after a quarrel. 
Quarrels 
seem to shut out every bit of light and hope in the world for tho time. 
It always takes more than one to make a quarrel, so that if you have su­ 
perior Intelligence to the one who wishes to quarrel with you. there can 
be no basis by which to give it any headway. The intelligent person does 
not muss himself up in mind and body by fighting a bully. 
If we would always try to discover the point, of view of the one who 
attempts to quarrel we would soon discover how foolish it would be to 
enter into it. 
We ail think quite alike, but circumstances alter our emotions and 
they often run away with our better sense of right and justice.

A To Be 
Given Lie or Serum Test 


Trenton. N. J., Dec. 17 (AP).— 
From his deatlihous? ceil Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann sent a letter to 
Gov. Harold G. Hoffman Monday 
asserting anew his innocence of the 
Lindbergh kidnap-murder and of­ 
fering to submit to a lie-detector 
test to prove it. 
The condemned man wrote he 
hoped Dr. John F. Condon, too, 
would submit to such a test, be­ 
cause “Jafsie,” he said, “changed’ 
his attitude on the case between the 
time he visited Hauptmann in the 
Flemington jail and the trial a few 
weeks later. 
“When he was visiting me in my 
Flemington cell,” Hauptmann wrote 
“he said all excited to tho prosecutor 
—*1 
cannot 
testify 
against 
thin 
man.’ ” 
Has “Deep Interest” 
“I have a deep interest.” Haupt­ 
mann told the governor, “in what 
kind cf force made him change this 
saying.” 
Hauptmann's offer to submit to 
lie-detector tests brought no im­ 
mediate response from the governor. 
“I don’t want to comment now,” he 
said. 
Tile governor announced the re­ 
ceipt of the letter from the Bronx 
carpenter a short time after pub­ 
lished reports described an alleged 
confession in which Hauptmann was 
quoted as disclosing ne and Isador 
Fisch. his business partner, now de­ 
ceased,* collected the $50,000 ran­ 
som. but were guiltless of the actual 
kidnapping. These reports were de­ 
nied promptly bv the governor and 
other official sources as untrue. 
Text Of Letter 
Hauptmann’s letter follows: 
“With clear conscience I have 
fought my ease. In my heart I can­ 
not believe that tiffs state will break 
the life of an innocent man. I as­ 
sure your excellence had 
I any 
guilty feeling In this terrible crime 
I would not trouble your excellence 
with this request. 
But since it is 
my deepest desire to proof t > vour 
excellence and the world that I have 
spoken the truth. I would be very 
thankful for permitting any able 
persons, whom are free of any opin­ 
ion in this case, to take a test with 
a so-called lie detector, serum or 
whatever science may offer. 
“I hope for myself and in the 
course of justice, that this, my v.t h. 
may inspire Doctor Condon to do 
the same. 
I have a deep interest, 
in what kind of force made him 
change this saying. 
Because when
